Regard of their long and.piteous  Miferies, 
and being thereunto mov’d by their reitera- 
ted Prayersand Supplications, graciou‘ly to 
affranchife them from the Yoke of that Nati- 
on; “Tis therefore that we Communicate this 
Defign to you, as our faithful Minifter by the 
Baffa Caput, and the Aga Starra, with Expre(s 
Command, ‘that you maké your felf forthwith 
ready to deliver the Afungarians trom the 


Oppreffions of their Enemies with all the. 


Forces of Tranfylvaniz, which fhall be imme- 
diately Reinforced with thofe of Valzchiz, 
and of the Bafft of Sitiftria, 13003 Janizaries, 
and 20000 Horfe; for we have promiled 
them our Imperial Protection, in Confidera-, 
tion of the Fidelity which they have manite- 
fted tous, which we have fince had Experi- 
ence of ; and therefore we Command you yet 
again to Negleé& nothing that may tend to 
the Execution of our Pleafure and Good 
Will, to the End that by the Affiftance of 
the moft high and moft mighty God, this 
People fo cruelly opprefs’d, maybe forth- 
with delivered from the Boadage of the Un- 
merciful Germans. In the mean time you 
fhalt from Time to Time Inform our Great 
Ottoman Mightynefs with what fhall happen, 
and what you fhall have done purfuant here-

When the Fox preaches beware the Geejee "Tis 
tomething odd to hear the Turks Call the, Ger- 
mans Unmerciful, to hear the Sons of Mahomet, 
that Depopulated the moft Hourifhing Provinces 
uf the Grecian Empire, talk of Oppreffions and 
Crselties: But above all, tis apparent by this 
Commifhon, that the Proteftants, J bad rather 
fay the Hungarians Reiterated their Prayers and 
Supplications to the Turks, Reiterated their 
Prayers, ce. to the Jurks to deftroy Chriften- 
dome. 

Let usnow Examine the the Fruits of this 
haughty Mandate ; Prince Abafi, who otherwile 
was a-hearty Enemy to the Emperor, and a 
Tributary himfelf to Turkifh Power 5 yet when 
he finds he is to be the Beginner of Europe’s U- 
niverfal Trouble, he is the firft that Re- 
Jents at the horrid Undertaking. 

According, to the Commiffion aforefaid, he 
Affembles his Troops, joyns with Count 7eckely, 
and brings with him a great Army of Valachjans, 
Moldavians and Turks. 

Upon this Conjun@ion, he puts forth a De- 
claration, intimating that he did not -Arm againft 
the Intereft o Chriftendom : Indeed he tounda 
great deal of Reafon to Publifh this Cautionary 
Privifo, for twas hard to imagin how he could 
Invade the Emperor, in Conjunétion with the 
Turks, and: bring, the Mahometan Arms into the 
Field againft the Chriftians, and not appear a- 
gainft the General Intereft of Chriftendom. 

He alledg’d that he only Arm’d to deliver the 
Proteftants. of Hungary from the Oppreffions 
they Labour’d under, by reftoring them in their 
Poffefions, Churches, and Ancient Privileges. 

Arm’d with.fuch Affiftances, and detended 
with fuch a Declaration, he advances into. Up- 
per Hungary, and fets down before Zatmar ; here 
he received 8000 Men more from the Buffa ot 
Buda, and Advice that he followed with qocco 
more. 

Abaffi prefs Zatmar hard, and carryed-the 
Town, but the Cittadel held out againft all his 
Forces, and made a terrible flaughter among 
his Men. 

And here Abaffi began to confider with him- 
felf, and to make fome ferious Refleétions upon 
what he was a doing. 

He found, that tho’ he was fighting for the 
Proteftants, the Turks took Pofleflion of what- 
ever he Conquer’d; and that which grieved 


him moft, was, That the Proteftants of Auwe — 


gary were content it fhould be fo; this made 
him flack his Affaults of the Cittadel of Zetmar, 
and dwindle away the Time betore it, till the 
Vigorous Reliftance of the German Garrifon o- 
blig’d him to raile his Siege ; and the Bafla of 
the Turks that Commanded under him, fent loud 
Clamours againft him to Conftantimople. 


The Hungarians abandon’d thus by the Tren- 7 


ilvanian, whole Honour was too great to joyn 
a ie Meafures he faw they ne anche 
and being harrafs’d by Count Czprara, flye to 
Treaties and Ceffations to amufe the Emperor,. 
and gain Time, till the Zurks, with whom they 
were clofely Leagu’d, could be ready to pur the 
unhappy Defign in Execution. 

That this was but a delign to Amufe the Em- 
peror, appears in that the Preparations for War 
the 7urks made all this Winter, effeétually De- 
monftrated, that nothing buc War and Deftru- 
étion was to be ex pedéted. 

The Truce made firtt co continue to the 318 
of March, was afterwards continued to-the.ift. 
of Fuly ; but in this very interval,and under the 
Sacred Articles of a Truce and Ceffation, the 
Malecomtenss feiz'd on all the Corn, which the 
Emperor’s Conmnitfaries had bought on rhe 
Frontiers of Polad to ftore his Magazines; and 
in another Place in Conjunétion with the Turks, 
furpriz’d an Imperial Commiflary going with 
Clothes for the Impetial.Army. © 

Count Jeckely himfelf, to fhow his Zeal for 
Religion, was not afham’d to go in Perfon with 
3090 Hungarian Horfe, to vilit the Baffa of Buda, 
where he was received-with all imaginable Ho- 
nours. 

The Baffa fent his Son to receive himat the 
Gate of the City ar the Head of all the Horfe 
of the Garrifon,to Compliment hin in his Name, 
and regale him with Kefrefhments of all forts, 
according to the 7urkif> Fafhion; the Bafla 
himfelf, receiv'd him ac the Head ot his Janiza- 
ries; and after ait pofible Civihties, he was 
affured there of the Atfiftance and Proteétion ot 
of the Grand Scignior, upon al} Occafions, 

Farther "tis (aid, he took his. Hungarian Bon- 

et from his Head, and put him.on 4 Turbaz, 

ubbing him thereby aprotftant Turk. He made 
hima prefent in the Name of the Grand Seignior, 
a Hecon Feather Enrich’d with Diamonds, a 
Sabre, a Pole-Ax, and a Green Enfign, a Co- 
lour they efteem faered to their Prophet. 

Some fay to put a Crown on his Head, De- 
clar’d the Grand Seignior gave him the King- 
domof Hungary, and faluted him King in the 
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_ and in the Art of Stilling ;. told a Commiffioner 
of Excife, of the Frauds of Stillers of Malt; de~
